Thirty killed Italy 
coach accident 



ROME (AFP) - Thirty people 
died after a coach came off a 
flyover and plunged 3D metres 
(93 feet) down a slope in 
southern Italy on Sunday^ an 
ANSA news agency photogra¬ 
pher at the scene said Sunday. 

"Looking down from the 
overpass, the scene of the 
tragedy: some 30 bodies cov¬ 
ered by wlute sheets, lined up 
along die roadside," said pho¬ 
tographer Cesare Abbate. 
Several cars that had been bit 
by the coach lay piled up on 
the flyover, he added. 

F^escue workers at the 
scene near Avellino, a town 


in the Campania region, said 
the COach had liit several cars 
before plunging off the fly¬ 
over, and some passengers 
may have been flung from 
the Velude as it fell, media 
reports said. 

The dnver was among tlie 
dead and several of tlie in¬ 
jured were children. La F.e- 
pubblica newspaper and 
Corriere della Sera daily said. 

The 40 or so passengers 
had been retunnng to Naples 
following a pilgrimage and 
eye witnesses said it looked 
like tlie coach may have had 
brake problems. 


Ban warns Egyptian leaders over 
demonstration deaths 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN leader Ban Ki-moon 
warned Egypt's intenm lead¬ 
ership on Sunday that every 
death in demonstrations is 
making it harder to drag tlie 
country out of its cnsis, a 
spokeswoman said. 

Ban spoke with Vice Pres¬ 
ident Mohamed ElBaradei 
and the foreign ministers of 
Turkey and Qatar and the 
head of the Arab League to 
higlilighthis "profound con¬ 
cern" over the worsening tur¬ 
moil in Egypt, said a UN 


spokeswoman MorEina Song. 

In talks with ElBaradei,. 
Ban renewed a call for 
Egypt's military to release 
ousted president Mohamed 
Morsi or give him a "trans¬ 
parent" investigation and 
trial, said tlie spokesw^oman.

The country of 15.S imHion 
people has at least SD unli¬ 
censed drug and alcohol rehab 
clinics, many that are also 
used for anti-gay conversion 
therapy, Health Minister Ca- 
niia Vance, who is openly gay, 
said. 

Two people, admitted for 
addiction issues, died last year 
at the clandestine centers, she 
told foreign reporters at a press 
conference, adding tliat au- 
thonties have begun to crack 
down. 

At these centers, "we har^fe 
reports of physical attacks, the 
use of ice water on inmates," 
Vance said 

"We have lesbians who have 
reported what the clinics 
called 'sex therapy,' but which 
consists of being raped by 
men," die minister said 

Freire, now 25, was just 15 
when her mother discovered 
her in her room with a female 
schoolmate 

Outraged, she sent her 
daughter to a" Clmstian camp" 
m a remote area in southeast¬ 
ern Ecuador. 

Tliere, Freire said, "they tor¬ 
tured me with electric shocks, 
didn't let me bathe for tliree 
days, gave me almost nothing 
to eat, hit me a lot, hung me by 
my feet. 


"They told me it was for my 
own good." 

There were also sexual pun¬ 
ishments, all aimed at ndding 
die young girl of her homosex¬ 
uality. 

The center was nominally a 
evangelical Clmstian rehabili¬ 
tation dime for drug and alco¬ 
hol addiction. But Freire said 
she was there with four otlier 
young people -- all because 
they were gay 

After two months, Freire es¬ 
caped. 

Her case was not an isolated 
one. Authorities say the inhu¬ 
mane practice is a wide-rang¬ 
ing problem that has ensnared 
even government officials -- 
such as the health ministry of¬ 
ficial who was recently subject 
of a criminal complaint after it 
emerged she owned a daiides- 
tine clinic offering therapy 
against homo sexuality. 

"We are talking here about a 
mafia, a network that operates 
nationaliy m each of the 
provinces, winch ai'e violating 
human nglits," Health Minis¬ 
ter Vance said.

Colombra's Senate has been 
blocbng legislation to imple¬ 
ment a court iiiling that would 
have allowed civil umons for 
same-sex couples starting in 
June. 

In his decision, Cordoba 


said, "tliere IS no other conti'ac- 
tual option known to generate 
the intended effects of the 
plaintiffs" other than a mar¬ 
riage license 

Hierefore, tlie contract to 
formalize the couple's union 
"should be governed by the 


regulatiofis application to civil 
main age, both in their lights 
and in their duties and other 
privileges which are derived 
tliere fr om." 

P .0 dr 1 guez to 1 d AFP th e n 0 - 
taiy has agreed to abide by tlie 
ruling, so couple has set a date. 

A judge in Bogota ruled 
another couple, Carlos Pcivera 
and Gonzalo Ruiz, were 
“legally joined," with all the 
resulting rights -- in tlie first 
known instance of a legalized 
gay union in Colombia. 

But he did not use the doc¬ 
ument required for heterosex¬ 
ual marriages, nor did he use 
the teem "main age" in the cer¬ 
emony, because he said there is 
no law allowing same-sex 
unions in Colombia.

SYDNEY AFP) - A Japanese 
pearling ship whi'ch has lain on 
the ocean floor off northern 
Australia for more than 70 
yeai's will be protected for its 
historical significance, the 
goveminent said Sunday. 

The Sanyo Maru, the only 
known wreck of a Japanese 
pearling motliership m Aus¬ 
tralian waters, will he enclosed 
within a 300-liectare protected 
2 :one. Environment and Her¬ 
itage Minister Mark Butler 
said. 

"The lack of historical and 
contemporary infoimatiDn 
about the pearl shell trade in 


Austi'alia reinforces tlie neces¬ 
sity of protecting the wreck of 
tlie Sanyo Maru and its relics 
as a significant part of Aus- 
ti'alian and Japanese slwed 
maritime histoiy" 

The Sanyo Maru, winch as 
motherslup provided food, 
fuel and fresh water to 
pearling vessels, sank in July 
1937 after it was In I by an un- 
season al storm. 

Butler said tlie wreck was in 
remai'kable condition. 

The boat sits on its keel at a 
depth of metres, about dD 
kilometres (37 miles) off the 
Central Arnhem Land coast. 


Google Paid $966M 
for Waze 



- In its financial quarterly report submitted to the Secu¬ 
rities and Exchange Commission Iasi Thursday, Google 
stated that it paid $966 million for the social-based GPS 
service Waze Limited. The search engine giant an¬ 
nounced the acquisition on June 11, but refrained from 
providing financial specifics. The company snapped up 
Waze after reports that Apple and Facebook were inter¬ 
ested in the app. The move wasnt ail that surprising 
given that Google's social attempt for Google Maps, aka 
Latitude which will be shut down as of August 9, never 
really caught on. Waze has around 50 million users and 
raised 567 million in funding. Waze is available on An¬ 
droid, iOS, Symbian, Windows Phone, and BlackBerry.

EINDHOVEN (AFP) - From 
c£ai cer-bu sting ultras Dim d 
teclunquesto ways to boost vi- 
tamim; in tomatoes, Dutch 
tech-hub Eindhoven's ava¬ 
lanche of patents has just 
earned it the crown of “most 
inventive city in tlie world." 

Despite the Dutch economy 
hobbling through its third re¬ 
cession since 30 09, this soutlr- 
em city 0 f around 750,000 has 
become a beacon of high-tech 
hope and is even compai'ed to 
Silicon Valley in tire United 
States. 

With 22.6 patents filed for 
eveiy 10,000 residents, US- 
hased Forbes magazine tins 
month named Eindhoven tlie 
world's mo st inventive city 

Using a commonly-used 
metnc for mapping umovation, 
called 'patent intensity', Forbes 
based its award on statistics 
fi'om the Orgamsation for Eco¬ 
nomic Co-Operation and De¬ 
velopment (OECD). 

In 3011, some E,33S patent 
applications were filed in the 
Netherlands, according to the 
European Union's statistics of¬ 
fice Eurostat. 

Of these, the Eindhoven re- 
gion and in particular' its re¬ 
search and development hub 
the High Tech Campus (HTC), 
accoimted for 42.0 percent. 

But on the "smartest squai'e 
kdometre in the Netherlands", 
you won't find students at the 
sprawling HTC complex on 
Eindhoven's outskirts. 

Once a closed-o ff laboratory 
for Dutch electronics giant 
Philips, the campus houses 
more than 100 companies em¬ 
ploying S,00Q researchers, de¬ 
velopers and engineers. 

"Here, every 20 minutes a 
patent is created," the HTC 
boasts on its website. 

Tile sprawling complex witli 
Its ultra-modern glass-facaded 
buildings is set among green 
fields populated by leisurely 
grazing cows. 

Hie HTC IS at die heart of 
Em dll oven's innovation and 
provides a space where big 
comp am es such as Philips col¬ 
laborate with small startups. 


Philips opened the facility 
in 2Q03 when the company 
had just gone througli a round 
of layoffs. It offered former 
employees somewhere to 
launch startups and use their 
Icn owl edge 

The result was an explosion 
of innovation 

"The idea (of the HTC) is 
based on a philosophy of'open 
innovation' where high-tech 
businesses share knowledge . . 
to deliver belter and quicker 
results," said Jean-Paul van 
Oij en, sales manager at Brain- 
port Development, whose job 
it IS to sh mill ate investment m 
the Eindlioven region. 

For a small startup like 
Miortech, vdiich makes elec¬ 
tronic tiles that deflect sunlight 
just like paper -- seen as tlie 
next big thing in billboard dis¬ 
plays - the campus is ideal. 

"We have only five people 
on the payroll," Uie company's 
clnef executive Hans Fell told 
AFP 

Tlie rest of the work is out- 
SDiu'cedto scientisEs from other' 
compames, while the facilities 
to do tlie research are rented 
fi'Din the HTC. 

Hie High Tech Campus 
forms part of the broader 
Brampoit P.egion Eindlioven, 
or Erainport for short - sn. ini¬ 
tiative rolled out by the Dut'Ch 
government in 2004 to corral 
high tech knowledge after' not 
just Philips but several other 
bi g comp ani es lai d o ff a swathe 
Q f In glily- skiUe d work ei's. 


It works on a so-called 
"triple-helix concept" winch 
brings together business, 
knowledge-based institutions 
and public money to create a 
space where enterprise can 
flourish, notclnng up some 
d 0,0 00 new jobs in the region 
by 2011. 

Together with the so-called 
Airport Amsterdam, which fo¬ 
cuses business on tire Sclnphol 
International Airport hub and 
Seaport Rotterdam, Brainport 
today forms one of the tlnree 
most important pillai's of tlie 
Dutch economy. 

Brainport conti'ibuted some 
13.5 billion euros ($17.S bil¬ 
lion) or 3.0 percent to Dutch 
exports in 2011 and Bums by 
2020 to be one of the top 10 
technology regions in the 
world. 

Henk Volberda of Erasmus 
University's Rotterdam School 
of Management warns how¬ 
ever dial more investment in 
small startup companies is 
needed if Eindhoven wants to 
remain competitive on a global 
level

CDOPERSTOWN (AFP) - 
Former New York Yankees 
owner Jacob Ruppert 19th- 
century catcher Deacon \Vhite 
and umpire Hank O'Day were 
inducted into the Basebdl Hall 
of Fame m a low-key cere¬ 
mony on Sunday 

All tliree were postliu- 
mously enslirined in the first 
ceremony without a living in¬ 
ductee since 19d5 after a 
media selection panel decided 
last January to add no modem 
era candidates, a snub of talent 
tliat had not happened since 
1996. 

Several players with finks to 
doping scandals o f the past 15- 
years were among those up for 
consideration on the ballot. 

Inductees, who entered the 
Hall thaiiks to votes fi'om a 
panel that considers candidates 
fi'om the game's origins until 
I94d, were represented by de¬ 
scendants. 

Ruppert owned the Yankees 
fi’om 1915 until lus death m 
1939 and among his deals was 
tlie purchase of icon Babe 
PtUtli firom the Boston Red Sox 
before the 1920 season and 
constniction of the onginal 
Yankee Stadium in 1933. 

Under Ruppert's ownership,, 
the Yankees won 10 Amen can 
League crowns and seven 
World Senes titles 

□'Day, who died in 1935^ 
umpired m the inaugural 
World Senes in 1903, the first 
of 10 championslup finals that 
he officiated He became the 
10th umpire elected to the 
Baseball Hall of Fame. 

Wlute, who died in 1939, 
played 2Q professional sea¬ 
sons, many of tliem as a bare¬ 
handed-catcher before 

switclimg to tim'd baseman, 
and had 2,067 hits lu 1,560 
games.

NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Yankees captain Derek 
Jeter smacked a Lome iim on 
the first pitch he saw Sunday 
and made bs second injury 
comeback of the Major 
League Baseball season a tri¬ 
umphant oiie. 

Tlie 39-year-old shortstop, 
who had missed all but one 
game tbs season after batdmg 
back fi'om a fiactured anlde 
and tlien an injury to bs 
quadriceps in bis first come¬ 
back bid, went 2-fDr-4 and 
scored twice in a d-5 victory 
over Tamp a Bay. 

Tlie Yankees, stnigglmg 
with injuries all season, had 
lost ei^it of tbeir prior 11 
games 
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Yankees' lineup, blasted a 
pitch firom Tampa Bay's Matt 
Moore into the light-field 
grandstands m tlie first inning 
to give New York a 1-0 lead 
over the Amen can League 
East division leaders. 

Jeter's blast snapped an 
eight-game bomer-less streak 
for the Yankees, the longest 
such drought for the stoned 
club since 19S4, and delighted 
tlie crowd at Yankee Stadium. 

After Jeter spai'ked a tliree- 
nm first inmiig for New York 
Tampa Bay seized a 4-3 lead 
before the Yankees added two 
mns m the third only to have 


tlie Rays equalize at 5 - 5 with a

ing test on Saturday. Gay 
had already revealed that 
his "A" sample had been 
positive from a May IS out- 
of-competition test and USADA confirmed to AFP that 
the "B" sample was also positive, as was another "A” 
sample collected from Gay. Gay blamed the result on 
having trusted someone who betrayed him, presumably 
regarding the acceptability of a substance that he in¬ 
gested, but gave no further details about the situation. 
But in addition to missing this year's world meet, Gay 
m ight be looking at a significant doping ban now that he 
has been confirmed with at least one positive test and 
potentially with more to come. Gay, who turns 31 on Au¬ 
gust 9, won the world 100, 200 and 4x100 relay titles at 
the 2007 in Osaka. He was on the US 4x100 relay that 
took silver atlastyear's London Olympics.
